St. Petersburg, Nov. 18.—Though ac­ 
cording to surface indications tho out­ 
look for the 
speedy 
ending of the 
strike 
was 
gloomy 
the 
revelations 
made at a meeting of a council of the 
workingmen's delegates showed that 
a large portion of the workingmen 
were breaking loose from the control 
of the leaders and were anxious to re­ 
turn to w ork. 
At a meeting of the council dele­ 
gate after delegate from different fac­ 
tories arose and reported 
that, 
the 
workmen, under the influence of the 
ultim atum issued by the employers an­ 
nouncing that the factories would be 
•hut down indefinitely unless work was 
resumed anti with the pleading of their 
wives and of the conservative working­ 
men ringing in their ears, were de­ 
m anding that 
the 
strike should be 
nded. 
This precented a hotly contested de­ 
bate between the Moderates, who de- 
lared that the strike in the first 
instance 


W a s a Strategical Mista ke 
and that it would be a graver error in 
tactics to attempt to force the men to 
emain in line and the ‘‘last ditch” 
faction, 
especially 
the 
unattachtd 
membership in Socialist organs. 
After a long discussion a motion to 
call off the strike was rejected and it 
was decided to call meetings of work­ 
men in the factories for the purpose 
of laying the situation before them and 
to abide by their decision. 
The leaders, however, were deter­ 
mined not to permit the strike to die 
without a final great demonstration of 
their power to render St. Petersburg 
“dead city.” 
After the adoption of 
the resolution calling for a referendum 
it was derided to bend every effort 
to close every store, market and office 
and to stop all street, car and carriage 
traffic in the streets so as to bring 
the life of the Russian capital to a com­ 
plete standstill. 
The stoppage of the 
electric plants, which the government 
had succeeded in 


Getting in Partial Operation, 
was entrusted to electrical workers In 
the various districts, who were em­ 
powered to use any and 
all 
means 
deemed advisable for the injuring of 
the machinery and the short circuiting 
ol the dynamos, even to the extent, of 
destroying tile plants. 
A strike has broken out in .ae sec­ 
tion of the Southwestern railroad be­ 
tween Tsaritsyn and Varoneseh, in the 
Ix>wer Volga region, but the demands 
Tor shorter hours and higher pay are 
economic and have no connection with 
the political aims of the St. Peters­ 
burg strikers. 
The news from Moscow Is even less 
encouraging. 
The railroads are still 
running and the telegraphers have flat­ 
ly refused to consider a strike for the 
political aims of Poland, whose endan­ 
gered liberties form 
the 
ostensible 
cause of the strike at St. Petersburg. 
Work is being resumed in Moscow 
and the news 
from other 
sections 
shows that the call of the St. Peters­ 
burg committee has awakened little 
sympathy.

The title of the suit is Brown & 
Phelps et a1, vs. The Minneapolis Typo­ 
graphical union, No. 42, an unincorpor­ 
ated body; 
the 
International Typo­ 
graphical union, an unincorporated as­ 
sociation, and all officers and members 
of each of the defendant associations, 
their agents, representatives and em­ 
ployes.

Ryan set at work at once to bring the 
matter up in due form before Judge 
McClenahan, of the district court. 
Hatidal, when he appeared in court 
this morning looked as though he felt 
keenly the pall that had fallen over 
him, and ho was noticably agitated. 
He 
had little to say regarding the affair 
which has brought him into such a 
dilemma and said that he had nothing 
at present to say to the public. 
*'It 
only goes to show, said he, “how a man 
can be blamed for a thing when his in­ 
tentions are of the best and when he is 
doing his duty.” 
The crime with which 
Rafidal is 
charged is punishable by a term in the 
state penitentiary for not less than 5 
and not more than 20 years.
